English Summaryi 

The paperB are full of tho coming 
elections. Before Parliamont was pro- 
rogued members of the old House of 
Commons and candidates for Boats in 
the reformed Honso have boen busy 
addressing and conciliating old con- 
stituencies or selecting a new fiold for 
their political talents. Tho gonernl 
impression seems to bo that one of 
tho effeots of the Boform Bill will bo 
to increaBO tho expense of elections to 
an enormous extent. No step has beeu 
takon by tho House of Commons to 
lessen the legitimate expense of elec- 
tions. Every suggestion in that direc- 
tion was at once hootod down by tbe 
reigning plutocracy on both sides oi 
the House. Tho constituencies in the 
manufacturing cities aro multiplied 
threefold or fourfold, and an olooliou 
for one of tho largor oounty towns it 
is said, will cost tbroo times as muoh 
as formerly. This tonds to bring the 
old men prominontly forward ; it suits 
both Liberals and Tories to keep up

possible Tho agents who manage the 
elections are endeavoring to push tho 
old men in by hurrying matters so 
much that tho masseB, to whom the 
franohise has been brought down, will 
not realize until too late the groat 
political changes that have spread over 
tbe land. Hurry seems to bo the 
watchword of both sides. If thero is 
to bo a dissolution, say tho old bauds, 
lot us hurry through tho business. 
Tho Irish Boform Bill is pronounced 
by the Liberal organs to be a oomplete 
failure; it has boen hurried to such an 
extent that the roeult is no apparent 
reform for Ireland at present. How- 
ever tho chanoes seem to bo altogether 
in favor of a hoavy majority lor tho 
Liberal party in tho reformed House. 
Tho Irish Church question is too much 
relied upon by the Tory party, who 
aro putting the olorgy too visibly in 
tho forefront of the battle, and by this 
step have roused tho Nonconfoi mists in 
the countieB to special exertion. So- 
rious apprehensions aro apparently 
entertained by tho DiBraelitos that tbe 
English Church iB to be the next point 
of attack. That section of the Liberals 
who do not wish for any separation 
say, on tho other hand, that Gladstone

A cousin 
of Prince Michaol's has been ohosen 
by tbo provisional government to 
aucceod him. This young Prinoo, Mi- 
lttno by namd, is only fourteen ; the 
murdorcd Princo was tho |youngcBt 
son ol Milosch, whom ho succooded 
in 1800 ; ho had previously, in 1889, 
takon tho government into his hands 
upon tho death of his older brotuor 
Milano, who had succooded to his fa- 
thor after his abdication, and died in 
1839. A civil war at that timo re- 
sulted in tho dofoat of Michaol, who 
was an esilo until tho restoration of 
his father in 1858.

Wo toko the following from 
paper of the 30th. Our own 
should take warning : 

Prom San Francisco.— Chas Ball, Esq, 
called on us yesterday. He arrived on Tues- 
day (rotn San Francisco, overland. He in- 
forms us that tho small pox wbb prevailing 
to a much greater extent than is reported 
by tbo papers of that oily. Many poople 
are leaviDg the place for tho time being and 
going into tho country to escape the infec- 
tion. He stares on lha authority of a physi- 
cian cf that city, that if the peoplo knew the 
full extent of tho disease in their n dst they 
would be horrified. Owing to the constant 
communication between that place and this 
it would be tho highest wisdom on our port 
to adopt stringent sanitary measures to pro- 
vent the introduction of tbo loathsome pes- 
tilence here. Our city is not solo from in- 
fection us long aa we are without a system 
of quarantine regulations. 

The following is a synopsis of the sanitary 
regulations ot San Francisco : 

1st, It is the duty of each physioia'n to 
report to tbo Board ol Health in writing, every 
patient laboring under Asiatic Cholera, or 
Small Pox, within twonly-four hours after 
it shall havo occurred. 

2d, Every person keeping a boarding or 
lodging housos hall report each case of these 
diseases occurring ou his premises, to euid 
Board, within tho same time, and also each 
occurring, under a punalty of $500 fine or 
ten days imprisonment.
